I think there is an even smaller 
segment that are into the new breed of patriotic Oi while Bropkick Murhpys clones 
seem to get the majority of the attention. TKO with a few minor exceptions seems 
to put out crap. GMM a label that once put out such greats as 
Condemned84Anti-Heros,Stormwatch and US Chaos.Now has been reduced to 
putting out bands like the Casualties and the Hudson Falcons.The whole watered 
down “streetpunk” is much more acceptable and marketable than true Oi. 

Awhile back I started to become some what disaffected and disenfranchised over 
what was coming out I really thought things had gotten off track and were starting 
to turn to shit But after buying the Combat Ready-Hates You CD, and hearing the 
Sons Of Liberty 7” and the Tommorws Anthems comp 7” put out by Gang Up lust 
re-lit a fire under my assJt’s a damn shame that some of these bands are better 
supported by foreign labels such as Pure Impact in Belgium and Dim in Germany. 

These bands should be supported by American skins. It just makes sense just like 
buying American made products will help to strengthen the econmy.Supporting 
American patriotic bands will only help make things grown. This zine is my form of 
lending support If any of these interviews or reviews let someone who would 
otherwise not know about any of these bands, if they think they might like any of 
them and buy any of their music it only sen/es to help the true Oi scene. 

Number two on the chopping block this zine WILL STAY NON-POLITICAL. Why do I 
throw that around and what do I really mean by that you might askP That I don’t 
really care about politics and I don’t have any specific political agenda to 
promote. 
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I will not censor any of the bands I interview either.Hot all of the bands I interview 
or music that I review represents my own beliefs.1 refuse to censor or doctor up 
any portions of an interview for any sort of greater appeasement.

hopefully much more to come.

I was thinking of the Sentinels of Liberty from the old Captain America comics and 
almost at the same time remembering Samuel Adams and his group of patriots 
from the Boston Tea Party. 













The Sons Of Liberty remained an active organization un throughout the Civil 
War,and I felt the name had a certain historical significance and also keeping 
with the lyrical content of the songs.When I write I try and tell a story be it about a 
particular battle,or circumstances that soldiers and the folks living back in those 
times went throughHot just factual but to be able to feel it and understand what 
went on.lf one of our songs makes people want to learn more,then I’ve 
accomplished something.

It definitely helped immensely,and in fact it was Steve’s idea to promote the band 
has having ties with Arresting Officers.Everyone pretty much knew for years that 
Steve and Bob have been in Limecell,so it cracks me up when I’m asked what 
they’ve been doing since A.O. spliLI guess because Sons Of Liberty is an Oi/street 
rocknroll band and of the A.O. style well align ourselves to the BO’s Rock-O-Rama 
era a bit more.lt helps people who are going to buy the record because of the 
former A.O. guys to get an idea of what to expecUt’s not the same thing by any 
means but I feel we do their legacy some justice Jill the feed back we’ve gotten 
about the record has been positive and OIM is going to re-press is it in the next few 
weeks.l feel fortunate to be surrounded by such talented musicans.lt’s one thing 
to be in an homage group inspired by A.O.and that sound but to be making music 
with the guys who are the originators of iL.1 look forward to practice everyweek. 

I’m sort of interested in the histery ef the Philadelphia scene yen are 
semewhere in year 30s.Se I take it yea’Ve been in the scene fer awhile 
new.Whea did things first get established and started in Philadelphia and what 
is it like new? 





Short answer,it sucked back in the day and it still sucks HA! It wasn’t always 
horrible like in the late 80’s when Club Pizzazz was going strong there good shows 
to go to, or in City Gardens in Trenton,but then it all kind of died.Euery couple of 
years the underground seem to try to make a comeback,and the same scene 
politics and bullshit get in the way.

I sent a few practice tapes out to different labels and Uhl at Dim was the most 
enthusiastic about us.He emailed me immediately and wanted to put out a 7” so we 
took if from there.0ther responses we gotlwithout mentioning names) were stuff 
like “we like itbut there’s too much going on” “maybe later” and one label 








e-mailed me with a catalog with no response at all. So you know what Dim is 100% 
professional,perfect to deal without the product out ON TIME and has fantastic 
distibutionlook at the lineup of bands they put out last year:The Jinx.Midgards 
Songer,Ultima Thule,Front lash,Hated and Proud,Sons of liberty and tons 
more.Being on a European label our music is reaching far more people than if it 
were on a US one,and the core of American fans can still get the through Choke 
distro or Vulture Rock.We’re recording the IP/CD in March and can expect it to be 
in our hands by the end of Spring.1 would like to add to that Peter from Pure Impact 
has offered us tremendous support and we can thank him very much for helping us 
to get our name out there. So for a patriotic US band we’ve been backed better by 
foreign labels.Go figure.

Philly is right smack in the middle of NYC and DC so we were pretty spooked here 
for a while.When the attacks happened I didn’t find out until right before the tower 
collapsed.1 went outside and looked to the North of the city,not like I could see it 
from 100 miles away but also to see if something was going on here.My entire 
neighborhood was on their front steps doing the same thingim only 10 minutes 
away from Independence Hall and the Olde City district and I thought for sure that 
would be targeted next because of symbolism.The first couple weeks after Sepllth 
were very edgyJt backfiring bus makes an entire block of people stop dead in their 
tracks.We’re supposedly the most hostile city in America,but I saw a lot of unity 
and renewed spirit of patriotism.People are just now getting back to being their 
jerkoff selves,but if something big happens we’re more than already halfway 
pulled together,and it’ll be ok.The US Mint is 10 minutes away from my home and 
now its been announced as a potential terrorist target,but this is what we have to 
live with now,get used to it and go on with our daily routine. 

like I said the terrorist attacks af Septemberllth had a wide spread affect all 
ever America and even the werldlnd it seems that these events have alse 
affected the scene.lt seems after September nth the number ef really 
patrietie hands seems te have grewa.The majority ef these hands are yeaager 
in age like Hattalien06.lated&Preid and CeanterattaclLYea were areaad In the 
days ef hands like Ferced leality and a strong patrietie feeling existed within 
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the majority ef tfee skinhead scene ceeld yea see these beads brining it back 
te hew it was ietbe 80’s. 

There’s too many left wing hate America groups,even within the Oi scene and 
they're still preaching their PC liberal garbage after Septemberllth makes me 
sick. Like “if we give in to profiling Muslims, then the terrorists have won”.No 
genius it’s the lack of taking a good hard look Middle Eastern men with one way 
plane tickets and weapons that got us in the situation.Thankfully there’s dozens of 
bands for each one of them to drown out their college campus bullshiiThe groups 
mentioned along with us took a patriotic stance long before September 11th and if 
more pop up then that’s perfecLWe need a nice big throw back to the US Oi scene 
of the late 80 s if anything just for the music.1 think that more quality bands like 
the current crop will make the scene grow that and having to worry about being 
blown up because you’re an American who let his guard down. Forced Reality is 
one of my all time favorite American bands.l wish I could have seen them play back 
then. I saw them last year but it wasn’t the same as it should have been. 

I’m very anxious to hear the CB have yea started recerding en itwhea will it be 
eitjad it will be en IIM went it? 

Yeah me too.We’ll be doing about 12 songs,and we still have to write 2 more and 
we ll be ready to hit the studio near the end of March.The CO will be released on 
DIM and it’s called “Border Brawl’Along with all the new songs like Palmetto,Roll 
Call,Minutemen and Sons Of liberty,we’re going to re-record We Shall Meet Again 
and one more song from the 7 ”,probably Duty’s Call since we weren’t thrilled with 
how that one come ouLWe will be doing an Arresting Officers song but you’ll have 
to wait for the cn to come out and see which one. Nah I won’t tease you it’s Slum 
River. 

Bow we get to what te seme could be a controversial sabjeeLPhiladelphia 
seems te have a history with BAC in the 80 s Joth ef the Arresting Officers 
records were en leek-8-lama then there was Best lefense and weren't new 
Glory also from Philadelphia lad yen are wearing a Skrewdrhrer shirt in the 
picture en the hack ef the 7”Wenld yen like te respond te any PC nitwits who 
will try and make an issue eat ef this when its net an issue? 

I don’t think any PC nitwits as you call them would even bother to read this,but I’ll 
roll with it anyhow.Skrewdriver is one of my favorite bands and I happened to be 
wearing that shirt when we took the picture.1 have a few different ones,and I can be 
seen wearing any one of them on any random day.This particular one I bought at 
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an Indian run shop in Montreal,so if the guy who sold it to me doesn’t mind why 
should anyone elsePlf it appears to be in their face and pisses them off,then fuck 
em I’m gladJ’ll make it a point to wear my Daniel Faulkner t-shirt for the next 
photos.That will really get their diapers in a bunch...There sure as hell were a lot of 
Philly area RAC bands back in the day and to show how many you missed:The 
Uprise,Elite Terror,the Allegiance Mad Hatters,and probably more that never put 
out any records.Talking to some of the old band members who are still in the 
cityJt’s odd that several didn’t know much of the others bands personally even 
though they were on the same label and in the same general area.

So much of the Rock-O-Rama stuff seems tame when you listen to itlike 
Skrewdriver and Skullhead aren’t 10% as offensive as they’re made out to be.l think 
it’s the so called liberal left that can’t accept not only that people don’t think like 
they do but we’re proud of the fact we have minds of our own-IVe been to shows 
and parties with all different types of people from the RAC spectrun,from the 
hardcore rightwingers to the casual listners,and nobody preached or tried to 
recruit anyone or even change someone’s mindsJust a bunch of people hanging 
out listening to good music and kicking back a few beers, left wingers pretty 
much select music because of the political stance or message and much of their 
music suckslm not going to listen to a lousy RAC band just because they are 
one,and there’s plenty bad ones to go around. If people decide to take a 
non-political stance to justify their liking of the music,then they’re far more ahead 
in maturity than the PC crowd. Skrewdriver is a great band and people who can’t

The first pressing of was 500 on white vinyl.lt came out oddly enough on 
Soptembember 11th but we didn’t get them until mid October because of the postal 
delay.We have maybe 10 copies left in our stash,and DIM is down to less than 50,so 
the black vinyl second pressing will be out soon,500 copies again I suppose.When 
we had the website up and running through RSN,before Sheldon folded itwe were 
doing a decent amount of mailorder,and I’ve been selling them through e-bay a 
long with embroidered patches pretty frequently.l’d say it’s mostly people in the 
Northeastern states and Europe that we get mailorders from.1 know DIM sells 
through Choke and Reality Clash and a couple more,so they’re getting out there in 
every direction.

I’ve touched on this earlier,but I think I think I get a better feel for the song if I’m 
telling it in a first person sinution.Morris Schaff a writer in the early 1900s wrote 
something to the effect that when you study battles,you should take imaginations 
hand and be led through a path to convert what is Earthly into what is 
spirtiual.That’s what I try and do.For a three minute song, I am a soldier marching 
through the snow in Fredericksburg,in December I862.lt’s gut wrenching 
sometimes,but it wouldn’t feel right any other way.Sometimes 111 go back and 
fourth between first person narathie,or lust tell the story from a narrative but I still 
had to put my thoughts in first person. 


You'Ve been a skin for a long time what do you see as the biggest difference of the 
skinhead scene of yesteryear and the skinhead scene of today? 
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Really,you didn’t know me when I was Phliys most hated right wing mohawked guy. 
I despised most of the punks around here as much as they couldn't stand me,and 
since I pretty much only hung out with skins.lt was natural for me to finally settle 
into a groove with who I amJEveryone goes through the metal,punk and skin 
stages,a nd now I’m in my 30’s and getting back to where I was ten years ago,it’s 
like a full circle A lot of the way it is today was the way it was then just good friends 
getting together,but with classifications comes rules eventually,and I prefer to 
just say that I’m myself. I have friends who with their attitudes are the ultimate 
skinheads and they’ve never worn boots or shaved their heads,it’s all inside. And 
irs late so I’m rambling here..

WHY THE KIDS GANT BE UNITED 



Unity,it's a concept most within the “scene” love to babbie on about But to me 
most of the time calls for unity amount to nothing more than bullshit sloganeering 
without any real thought or action put behind those words. To me talk of unity 
amounts to nothing more than a dead horse being dragged through the street and 
beaten over and over again Just like world peace it’s a concept that can’t ever 
exist 
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If you think that one day you’ll see skins,punks,mods,rockabillies all holding hands 
merrily skipping down the street together,you are either naive, delusional, stupid 
or maybe all threeJt’s human nature for people to divide up and separate off into 
little groups based on common interest bonds and beliefs.There was a time when 
I did believe in unity,that I thought it could existl would go to shows and feel 
somewhat of a sense of comradery and connection. It didn’t take very long for that 
to fade and for me to see the way things really are. So now I’m going to provide you 
with a joinery of how I came to this decision the opinion and view I hold now,and 
how l became jaded and bitter at a young age. 

The biggest insight into where someone winds up at is often best gained by 
looking at their past where they started out aLWhen it comes down to it I’m a small 
town Midwest boy,born and bred. I was more than just a product of my environment 
,1 grew up at odds with my environment Often in a small town when someone goes 
their own way outside of the so-called norm they are made into a target and 
scapegoat 

So most of my teen years were spent dreaming of leaving my hometown and 
planning and trying to find a way out Opportunity came knocking in the fall of 
1999.The former guitarist of a band I befriended had an extra bedroom where he 
was living in Kansas City and that I could come and live with him. I didn’t oven think 
twice I had to do this ,to leave all the small town shit I’ve grown to hate behind. 







To take a chance somewhere of course I thought and knew a major metropolitan 
area would have more to offer for me.To this day there is no one In my home town 
that I fill I can relate to.Probably the #1 reason I made the move to Kansas City at 
age 19 was to be in a city with an active scene Just my luck a new all ages club 
called El Torreon opened up a month after I moved to the city. At that time I was so 
optimistic on just about everything.But as time went by it didn’t take very long for 
things to turn sour. 

When I would go to shows I couldn’t help but feel a feeling of separation within the 
crowd felt a large degree of it was based on age. I felt when I would go out to 
shows then that I was being looked down upon for being youngJn the late 90 s 
there was huge boom in the skinhead scene. That has seemed to in recent times 
cooled off and fust about died. I felt that at the time ALL of the new breed the 
younger skinheads entering the scene to a large degree were written off. 

It seems some of the scene elders were putting all of the blame for ‘Watering 
down the scene” on the new breed of kids. It seems like there was this stereotype 
and label being put foruth,that all of the younger generation were a bunch 
suburban bredjiropkick Murphy’s loving mall rats, who will just abandon this way 
of life In 6 months. 

That might have been applicable for some but not all, and not for me. I was down 
right off ended and upset about that label trying to be flung my way. As for me it is 
so inaccurate it’s not even funny. To be honest I was never all that into the 
Dropkicks and I regard them today as WAY overrated. Some of the bands that I 
started listening to were along the lines of the Bruisers,Condemned84,the Last 
Besort,Skrewdriver,Combat84,the Templars etc. etcJlnd to make speculations that 
I’m some sort of privileged rich kid is downright laughable,that is so far removed 
from my background. Bo the words single parent household mean anything to 
you,do you the words low-income housing mean anything to youP I don’t write that 
in order to play the role of a victim. That’s my background and I won’t and can’t ever 
forget what I went through growing up. 

Bespite the fact that the smell of elitism seemed to reek all over,I tired to make 
the best out of what was there. I went to just about every decent punk or Oi show 
that would come through El Torreon in the first year it was open. Some of the 
notable bands I saw were the Anti-Herosjtgnostic Frontthe Brassknuckle 
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Boys,Youthful Offenders .The Buissnes,Beerzone,U.S. Bombs,Forced Beality.the 
Staggers .The Authority as well as local bands like the Main Street Saints,Sister 
Mary Botten Crotch and Tanka Bay. Often times I went to shows of bands that were 
just boring.1 was just so stanred to have something to do. Bands like the Casualties 
and Hudson Falcons, 1 don’t get why people are so gaga over bands like that The 
Casualties show had to be one of the worst shows I’Ve ever been to. Their playing 
was just mediocre at bestthere was a small turn out The attitude of the band and 
the people they brought with them disgusted me. All of the people they brought 
with them seemed to be too good to even talk to or mix with any of the locals there. 
That’s what the end result I got out of a lot of shows,that of being bored. 

The Hudson Falcons 1 don’t understand why this band has received so much 
acclaim and praise. I could give a damn about their political beliefs,it’s their 
music I’Ve got a problem with. To me it’s boring, I bought the first T I thought it was 
just OK. I saw them live and I was bored watching them,I just thought they were 
boring.When I found out about a show I wanted to go to I would get really pumped 
up and excited about it But 9 times out of 101 would walk away from a show 
disappointed and let down.Which got frustrating after awhile. As time went on I 
would become a walking ball of frustration and anger some of it had to do with 
area of town l was living in. 

The part of Kansas City I moved to was pretty much a run down slum. It was a 
ghetto,now when most people think of a ghetto they automatically think of blacks. 
That wouldnt be the case where I was living it was oddly enough a mixed race 
ghetto.You literally had just about every nationality under the sun. Hispanics, 
blacks, whites, Arabs, Koreans, Vietnamese. But the dominant population were the 
Mexicans who made up about 60% of the residents of that neighborhood.lt was 
one of oldest sections of Kansas City so a lot apartments and houses were dirt 
cheep.l paid 250 a month for a crappy studio apartment,where not a single other 
person in the building even spoke lnglish.lt was a slow burn but it all started to 
frustrate and anger me. 

I think maybe living in that type of environment for someone who before that had 
lived in a small college town,might have been a little too much to take. The impact 
of it all hit hard and changed me.lt was a learning experience. But it’s like every 
day in that side of town was like a day in hell. 








It was littered with drug trafficking and prostitution. The apartment building I was 
living in was two houses down from an active crackhouse. The city did wind up 
having it shut down and condemned. But for awhile it seemed like almost every 
night while trying to sleep I was woken up by crackheads arguing with each other 
outside. 

The isolation I started to feel I don’t even think words can do it Justice. I started to 
feel like Travis Bickle Bobert Deniro’s Character in the movie Taxi Driver. It seems 
sometimes I would step outside of my apartment into the tower of babel. 
Sometimes walking around or riding the bus it felt like I heard every language 
except English. 

In that neighborhood other than my friend Jimmy who lived down the street from 
me there was no one I related to or could call a friend. Often I would feel just as 
isolated at shows as I did on the streetsJrs like I saw the same situations and the 
same roles and social assessing bullshit that had made school so unberable.But 
this time re-played in something that was supposed to be radically different 

After awhile it would reach a point to where going out to shows was no longer fun. 

A lot of the people I had encountered and constant disappointed had got me just 
about burnt out with the “scene” in the area. In between the presumed snobbery 
of the older crowd. And the real in general disconnection and disgust of a lot of the 
younger punk crowd that would flock to shows. All in all I don’t have a good opinion 
on a lot of current puntand it comes from experience. 

I love old bands like Fear,the Adolscents,the Misfits etc. etc,but it seems like the 
original spirit that created that has today been ail but killed. Most of the so-called 
punk I listen to today swings more towards the whole rocknroll side of things like 
Electric Frankenstien and Antiseen etc. etc. Which is what punk was intended to 
be in the first place just good striped down rocknroll. So to see a huge influx of 
idiot suburban punks was another let down. As I cant and dont relate to most of 
them. To put it boldly most punks are nothing but a bunch of Hot Topic faggots. 
Then you’ve got the political punk kids,sheltered suburbanites who get their whole 
entire world view from Crass records and maybe a Noam Chomsky book or two. It’s 
funny I’ve seen and dealt with a lot of the things these kids love to philosophize 
about Yet they seem to think they know more,the’re still wrong yet they are the 
last ones to know. 
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I regard most punks as degenerate pieces of shit, if you are going to revere Sid 
Vicious and GG Allin as heroes or saints when they were nothing more than losers 
all that does is make you an even bigger loser. Kids that are into punk that aren't 
hung up on left wing politics or being loony fashion plates are all right but most 
that label themselves “punk rockers” now a days are idiots. Face it kids the 
Casualties are nothing more than the “punk rock” equivalent of Posion.lt’s all 
about style over substance and they suckjust get over it 

So now let s go back to the fall of 2000 by now I was at the end of my rope fed up 
and sick to death with all of the superficial assholes I had to deal with. Like I said it 
was a slow burn ,1 bottled up all this aggression and anger that was just waiting to 
come out It was the result of many factors and situations. The social climbing I 
saw going on in the “scene”,a bad break up, financial situations and the 
neighborhood I was living in,the human filth and trash I had to deal with on the 
street All of it had just taken its toll, and all of the aggression anger,hate and 
anxiety I tired to stuff deep inside would come bubbling out and off the hinges on 
Nov 4th 2000. 

This was the date of one of the most anticipated showslhe Templars and 
Terminus City.it was the Templars first time in the Midwest ever. I’ve been a 
Templars fan since the age of 15 so for me this was a big deal. If nothing more than 
for the music I had grown tired of most all of the people at the shows. I could 
really care less about socializing at this point Often times I would go to shows and 
not say anything to anyone, and no one would say anything to me. I felt a lot of 
people at the shows were too far up on their high horse to get to know a kid like 
me. Maybe I was being paranoid maybe I wasn’t Often times just one person 
showing up to a show I didn’t like would ruin my whole night And the catalyst for 
me going off at the Templars show was someone I once considered a friend, his 
name was Mike. I met him long before I turned skinhead,he was a punk that turned 
into a sorry excuse of a human being. We would go to shows hang out together ,he 
was older than me so he would buy beer,we became pretty good friends. 
Somewhere along the line he changed into someone I didn’t want to be around and 
someone I had a problem with. 

He started to change when he got his own apartmenLI think it says something 
about him being 21 and leaving home for the first time. 






It’s like he changed, friends would come over and he would treat some of us like 
dirLHe acted like he didn’t want us there,he would insult me and I just kind of 
turned a blind eye to it for a while. He started to drink even more, the final straw he 
started snorting cocaine and smoking crystal meth. He became someone I 
wanted nothing to do with. So when I moved to Kansas City I separated all ties with 
him. Word got back to him via mutual friends exactly how I felt about him. I guess 
he became upset He didn’t seem understand that it was his own actions that had 
caused our friendship had come to an end. The guy had become a total scumbag 
taking in a 15 year old runaway fucking her and getting her hooked on meth. 

He would later windup being sent away to prison on a DWI charge I think his third 
or fourth one. So with him being sent away I laughed at his misfortune and was 
glad I didn’t have to see his ugly face at shows anymore He had his license 
suspended so I didn’t think I would ever see him at shows ever again. But a couple 
months after he got out our mutual friend Natalie for some reason gave him a ride 
to shows. Why I haven’t a clue as she had said she had lost all respect for 
him .Another example of the two-faced bullshit I couldn’t stand. So I saw him a 
couple of weeks prior to the Templars show at a UK Subs/Beerione show.l m 
walking out the entrance way of the El Torreon and he is looking at a table full of 
fliers. My elbow accidentally bumps up against him as I’m walking out the door. He 
looks at me and says my name with this air of disgust, resentment and surprise in 
his voice. Why he even said anything to me is beyond me he knew how much I 
hated him.So I also saw it as a form of him instigating something.That night was 
overall for me a shitty night I was going to end it with getting some aggression out 
on him. I wanted to attack him,I told my friends Gabe.who had moved to KC from 
Oklahoma and my friend Kobert who played guitar in Tanka Ray to keep the car 
running. My plan was to run up to him and kick him in the face as hard as I could as 
he was sitting down,then we would drive off. But my friends weren’t going for it and 
yell at me to get back in the car and no I wasn’t 

So after that I made a pledge a promise to myself that the next time I saw him I was 
going to attack him.The next time would come at the Templars show. It fell on the 
day after my 20th birthday.So a friend had come over and we had boozed it up the 
night before,his birthday present to me was two 12 packs of PBR. Another friend 
had come over the afternoon of the show and we stalked up on beer and I 
continued drinking. 







So by the time we were all ready to go to the show I was well beyond sauced. 

It was me Gabe and Robert on our way in Robert’s car. He has to stop at an ATM and 
make withdraw for some money for the show. Its one of the drive threw ones. So as 
he’s getting money out of the ATM who do I see walking outside,well it’s my arch 
enemy scumbag Mike. I frantically tell my friends in the car to pull over and let me 
get out,stating my intentions to beat his ass.0nce again they ignore me and refuse 
to pull over and let me out. 1 notice that my ex-girlfriend and our mutual friend 
Natalie are with him as well. I figure they are on their way to the show and that 
once I see him there I will pounce on him. 

We got to the parking lot of the II Torreon I see him and I spring into action. Once I 
open the car door I rush towards him at full speed then hitting him in the head with 
right hand after right hand. My ex-girlfriend is standing right there while I’m 
wailing on this guy. She totally over reacts “STAY THE FUCK AWAY FROM ME YOU 
FUCKING ASSHOLE”. She didn’t have anything to do with itweather she was there or 
not I would have still gone after him.So I continue to send right hand after right 
hand into his head. At one point he gets me on the ground and instead of defending 
himself he get some leverage over me and says he doesn’t have a problem with 
me. Why do people always try and say that to me,it's too late I’ve got a problem with 
him and this is how it was going to be dealt with. 

So he relinquishes his hold on me and I get right back up and continue punching 
him.There are lots of people watching this .screaming for me to stop I guess. It 
really wasn’t any of their business.When I am in a fight and I’m in a state fueled by 
alchool.adreline and anger,everything else but the person I’m fighting seems to 
fade out All of the bystanders telling me to go home,or that they’ll call the police 
all of that no longer becomes important Once I have my target in my sight I’ll go 
after them and attack them regardless of the circumstances or who is around. 

So by now I hear our friend Natalie screaming some nonsense about “Mitch stop,l 
have mace,I have mace” As I’Ve stated I’m not focusing on her or anyone else I’m 
focused on roughing up scumbag Mike. I also just assumed it was an idle 
threatbut it wasnt As I kept on punching him she maced me,this was a dumb 
move. First and foremost it wasnt her business she put her nose where it didnt 
belong. She as a woman has no place or right to step in-between a fight with two 
guys. 





She maced me right in the eyes it stung and burned like nothing I’ve ever come in 
contact with before. It drops me to ground,and for a brief moment I cant see,but 
I’m still fighting to get back up. Another reason this was a stupid move is because 
mace doesn’t calm someone down or sedate them,it can effect someone to where 
they’ll go into a rage. That’s exactly what it did to me,all it did was slow me down 
but it senred to really do nothing but fuel my rage and further piss me off. 

Like I said I’m still trying to get to my feet I’m finally able to get to my feet ,but I still 
haven’t regained my full vision yet I see someone in front of me asking H hey Mitch 
are you alrighrPWell let’s see I’Ve just been maced ,what do you think? I’m not 
even able to tell who it is,but like an automatic reaction of him being too close to 
me I pull back and hit him suuare in the face. At the time I’m so drunk and full of 
rage I dont even know who I’ve just punched. I’m later told it was someone I didn’t 
like a stupid punk rocker jackass from the rich suburban community of Johnson 
County,KS.Tve either busted his nose or his lip because I can see him holding a rag 
or tissue over his face and it’s bloody.EiUier due to all the alcohol in my system or 
the effects of the macefor maybe both) I hit the ground again. 

Of course I’m still in a rage I’m trying to get back up to my feet and of course if you 
you’ve been attacked with a weapon natural instinct takes over to strike back. It 
didn’t matter that my attacker was f emale.l have no problem hitting a woman if it is 
the right circumstances,those circumstances are when a weapon is used on me. 
Chivalry is dead often times the punk and skin scene will attract some of the worst 
fucked up bitches you’d never want to deal with. Often times a woman who is 
manipulative will fuck with a man and push his buttons to set him off knowing that 
is socially unacceptable for a man to hit a woman. Well I got up and started 
chasing after her with the intent of doing harm. She darts off as I’m wrestled to the 
ground unable to get to her. like I stated she had no right to mace me and 
intervene into this fight There is a little something called consequences that you 
have to deal with if you are going to throw down. If you use a weapon on someone 
in a lot of cases if they are able to get up,they are going to come after you with 
everything they’ve got so if you aren’t able to deal with the aftermath dont do that 
type of stuff. 

I heard a voice of one of the older skins say in regards to melake him home he 
causes too many problems” I was then ushered into my friend Robert’s car and 
driven home. The whole time during the drive home I am arguing with them as to 




why they are taking me home. I cant even remember the whole conversation just 
at one point I was told “listen we aren’t taking you back to the show,if you want to 
come back you can take the bus”. So I went into my apartmentwashed the mace 
out my eyes and downed another cider took another swig from the bottle of Johnny 
Walker I had gotten myself for my birthday and walked down to the bus stop to go 
back to the show. 

A fried of mine later said when he said that he didn’t expect me to get on the bus 
and come back to the show. This was a show I really wanted to see I and I felt once 
again someone else’s rules and authority was keeping me from what I wanted. 

So I get back to El Torreon I’m told by the guy putting on the show seemed some 
what hesitant about letting me into the show. 

He agrees to let me in if there are no fights,I simply agree walk into the 
performance area and one of the co-owners of II Torreon is yelling at me to go 
back into the entrance by Tim the guy who was putting on the show. You see El 
Torreon was co-owned by a married couple Brian and Alison. I had gotten into 
other scuffles there prior to that night so I got the feeling I was on thin ice with 
both of them. One time before when I was pissed off and ready to throw down Brian 
had pulled me aside and told me that I couldn’t and shouldnt fight in the club but 
that if I have a problem with someone to take it outside. So I thought it wasn’t a big 
deal that I attacked this guy outside the club in the parking lot I didn’t think it was 
a problem. 

So I finally went into the performance area when I heard Terminus City launch into 
a cover of the Cro-Mags “Hard Times”. I’m not a Terminus City fan at all but I love 
that song. My reaction was Just being out of my head drunk I starting punching 
somebody again. Once again too drunk to know who It was,it was the stupid punk 
rocker named Cole I had punched out in the parking lot 

At one point I fall on top of him while still swinging at him,I’m then picked up and 
carried out of the club and told not to come back. Outside in the parking lot after 
being told to go home I walk into the parking lot and pick up a steel trash can. I can 
see I’m still being followed by one of the guys putting on the show and a bouncer,! 
guess to make sure I leave. I turn around and hurl the trash can at them,I’m then 
taken to the ground and rocked in the face,on that count I probably deserved. By 
this time to drunk to defend myself or make It back to my feat 





So after being threatened that the owner would call the cops if I didn’t leave I went 
home. I didn’t really care I viewed it all as my final stand a one man protest against 
what I saw as bullshit Of course after that I was banned for life from El Torreon. At 
this point it really doesn’t matter as 99% of the bands that come through there now 
I have no interest in. 

So after that I went into a further downward spiral of bad luck and heavy drinking. 

It would all come to head when I was kicked out of my apartment So without any 
place lined up to stay at and not a lot of money I made the decision to move back to 
my home town. Not into my mothers house but in a rehab house Jet’s just put it this 
I was in bad shape. The rehab house turned out to be bullshit I grew to hate all my 
room mates jhey constantly tried to lecture me and tell me how I should live my 
life,what I should think and made incorrect guesses as to what was going on in my 
head. So after gening a job at a restaurant in downtown Warrensburg and getting a 
1990 dollar tax return I moved out and into my own apartment in spring of 2001. 

I really do hate my home town my main and only reason for moving back was to try 
and get my life in order and try and straighten out my head. Moving back my life 
was turned upside down especially on a social level.There was only one other 
skinhead in my hometown and he has since moved away. The night life down here 
is for the most part lame boring and gayJt’s dominated by the college crowd and 
dance clubs and leaves little room for anything else. I no longer go down to the 
bars here because it’s a waste of my time and money. If I’m in the mood to get 
drunk I can just save my money and get a 12 pack and stay home. I won’t have to 
waste my time in a room full of people I don’t relate to at all. 

When l was in a better mood and thought maybe I could find some type of fun in 
this town l would go out every once in awhile. Often times I would find harassment 
and getting hassled for being a skinhead. Like I said this is somewhat of a small 
town where people are stupid enough to believe everything they see on TV. I’m not 
looking for public approval,this isn’t the boyscouts,but dont think you have the 
right to get in my face about something you know nothing aboutyou might not like 
the results. It seemed at one point I couldn’t go out without being hassled or 
attacked. I feel that it’s times and situations like that that separate the boys from 
the men,and who is true and who isn’t. Anybody can go on the attack when you have 
lots of back up,but will you stand your ground when there are three of them and 







one of you.Bue to all of that it became more difficult to keep the faith and it all 
meant a lot more,it senred to further strengthen my convictions .It also made me 
stronger and further affected the “fuck you” bad attitude I’ve been told I have.lt 
made me think everyone was against me. I could have easily grown my hair out 
and gotten ride of all my Oi records and replaced them with what ever is on 
mainstream radio in order to fit in. But I wasn’t going to do that I was going to stay 
on the path I started on a couple years before. 

Living in Kansas City I had some good times and some bad times but in my 
hometown of Warrensburg,MO I’ve had nothing but bad times. As I type this after 
almost two years of living here I hope to be moving again soon. 

So in general to some it up as far as the “scene” is concerned things sure aren’t 
what they used to be. Things have seemed to have changed rapidly only in a couple 
of years,or maybe I’ve changed. I see less and less decent bands coming out 
today,I really think that within the American scene there are about a dozen or less 
really good bands.0ne thing that I think has became just as much of a cliche as 
talk of unity talk of “support the scene”.What’s the point if the scene in your area 
sucks,I’m not going to fork over my money to see a crappy band.Some much of 
what people considered some big deal hoopla with the scene I could care less 
about 

I’ve still got my convictions and beliefs and if to no one else it means something 
and matters to me. It’s one thing to join together with friends and others of like 
mind. Its another thing to play the he said she said high school level games and 
social climbing ass kissing games. The friends I’ve made In this life I can count on 
my right hand. But I know those that I consider my friends are true. True friendship 
and true loyalty are hard to come by.Sure you can surround yourself with all sorts 
of hangers on making it look like you’re the life of the party and Mr. Or Ms. 
Popularity. But how many of those people will be there by your side when a fight 
breaks outor that will come and bail you out of jail,I know the friends I have will. 
Time has come along and separated me from all of my friends,one Is in the 
Marines and will be getting out soon,one moved to an even smaller town to go to 
school,one IVe only had phone contact with for a couple of years,but the times 
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we've gotten together the same feeling that was there in the past is still with us. 
And if you can find that along with your sense of strength and a backbone you are 
really getting the most out of it 
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1988 Was quite the Year in Tulsa

It was more a less a culmination of violence for punks and skins especially during 
that Summer.My own account,however is a little foggy as far as dates go until the 
fall of 89 when I left town.That’s of course due in large part to tons of drinking at 
the time. 

At that time,there was a pretty decent punk scene N.Q.TJL had paved the way 
earlier and Tulsa Skate Crew was one of the local bands and the skate punk scene 
was thriving at some schools.Most guys at my school were into skating and punk 
rock.Faith No More with the original singer and the Red Hot Chili Peppers were a 
highlight for us that played that winter at Cain’s Ballroom. Not exactly a big punk 
show,but in Tulsa you took what you could get at the time,a lot of guys were into 
that stuff Jit my school,we were hugely into Suicidal Tendencies who also played 
that year. Some kids were big into car thieving since you never got shit for that as a 
juvenileJor the most part we all ran around skating going to the “ditch”,wore the 
whole Suicidal fashion and the strangest of all hobbies for bunch of guys with 
mohawks..cross country. At least five punks at my school ran cross country. Could 
you imagine what people must have thought at the meets when they saw a team of 
guys with mohawks and dyed hair Anyway,some of the music we were into at the 
time was Minor ThreatBad Brains,the Cro-Mags,the Misfits and Suicidal 
Tendencies. 

Most local shows were put on at a bar in midtown called Nitro.Nitro was an 18 and 
over bar owned by a Lebanese guy who’s staff was notoriously passive on checking 
IDs at the door.More than a few kids as young as 12,13 and 14 year olds got into 
Nitro to drink cheap swill at night The neighborhood was fairly dodgy and the 
parking lot was in back was friggin pitch dark. It was the perfect place for people 
to hang out and drink.The trouble for most people was that several skinheads 
drank in that parking lotln fact it was probably the first time I ever met any white 
power skinheads.luckily,l didn’t get my ass beat like most kids did,likely due to the 
fact of being so young .alone,scared shitless and dressed pretty clean cuLClean 
cut meaning flannel shlrtjeans,boots and normal close cropped hair.Clean cut 
enough that Amy Bailey was hammered drunk trying to recruit me. 




Another punk rock bar opened that year downtown called Club 323.lt was a cool 
spot No actual bar or any amenities for that matter Just an old abandoned small 
bricktown building with a small stage.They had some good shows there for 
awhile,but that was short Ihied.Within a few weeks skinheads started coming to 
the shows.20 or 30 would line this one wall just glaring at 
everyoneJForeshawdoing the clubs obvious doom,the guy who ran the place 
eventually made the skins security as a friendly gesture to try and make 
peace.Within a few weeks,the skins annihilated everyone in the place including 
the band playing and busted out the windowslhat conclusively ended club 323. 

Amongst the Tulsa skinhead scene in 88,everyone was white power Jit its height 
there was rumored to have been more than 50 skinheads in Tulsa. A shitload for a 
small city and probably not too far off.Your typical skinhead was probably 14 or 
15,a dropout and much smaller than the average corn fed corn bred skinhead girl. 
Midtown Bootboys played Aryanfest just outside of town that year.They also 
played at least one living room and put out a demo tape that sold for like $5 and 
worth every penny. After moving around for several years and being around 
several crews including the “magnificent seven” in Seattle,Tulsa was by far the 
most insane. A lot of shit ranging from multiple shootings, molotv cocktails and 
vandalism an attempted pipe bombing of a synagogue happened.Naturally, tons of 
punks got the crap beat out of them leading some guys to label that Summer,’’the 
Summer of beat”. Kind of corny but it sums it up nicley.Personally I lost two teeth 
and got my nose broken for the first time.Ruined my favorite punk-rock t-shirt also. 

Not that my opinion matters,but I’d like to theroize that most of this was because 
so many guys were so young.When you’re 15 years old,pissed off at everything and 
stuck somewhere in the Midwest like Oklahoma,you got absolutely nothing to loss 
and seemingly zero conseuuences for your actions. 

To illustrate,some of us went to the state fair that year.Most the guys were 
conspicuous with the punk rock mohawk gambiLWe became much more 
conspicuous when we ran into two skinheads.One was 15 and the other ,a friend 13 
or 14.Deacon the older of of the two,was more a less making a show of shouting 
nigger this and that going as far as saying “you’re a fucking nigger” to some 
people’s facesJn short order they had a growing pack of angry blacks following 
and making threats.Deacon made light of trying to make it back home through the 
parking lot and with that left us,thankfully. In retrospect I guess that takes more 






than youthfulness,anger and balls.Something more like blind stupidtiy.Deacon 
later got out of the white power scene like most guys,but it s still no small wonder 
that he’s dead. 

Speaking of getting out the party in Tulsa was a big bust by the start of the close of 
1989 when the federal grand jury came to town Jit least six guys got sent to prison 
including Danny Roush and Chris Jones from the Midtown Bootboys.Many more got 
probation as they were juveniles and got reduced sentences in exchange for 
testifying against each other.Some of the worst cases were never found out 
naturally,but there was plenty of bogus testimony.One skinhead girl testified she 
saw another skinhead blow up six cars and some other ridiculous nonsense.The 
very funny this is that the grand jury testimony was all supposed to be sealed. No 
one was to know who testified and what was testified.None the less what 
happened was that you were placed in an isolated room and asked to read and 
sign your testimony.Conveniently underneath your papers,however was everyone 
else’s testimony. Pretty damn funny shit unless you rat-fucked someone else or 
got rat-fucked. 

During and afterwords Tulsa got dead quiet for awhile.More than a handful of 
ex-skins went on hardcore acid bingesJls for myself,I left for OKC and followed by a 
shitty summer in DallasUoanna Panel,go choke on a diet pill you fat drama bitch! 
before moving to Seattle in search of less drama and to play in an Oi band,the Dead 
End Boys and embarrassingly a better off unnamed crappy Ska band. 

These days I am into my career as a software developer I just moved to Los 
Angeles. I sill love skinhead and live by what it means to me. If I had let other 
peoples actions affect how I esteem skinheads,it would have ruined it for me Jit 
one point I almost let that happen.Now at 30 years old I have a lot of outside 
interests and don’t hang out too much.Tommorw for example I am running a 5k 
after renewing my interest in the past 6 weeks. I’m starting a third language this 
summers and thinking of moving to South America for a while with in a year. 
Mdedllin,Colombia is remarkably a very cool place. 




This is an intenriew I did with Fred and Sean from the band Siege. 

Siege are a band based out of Maryland/DC area. 

They have a sound like none other in the current scene they play a unique blend of 
Viking Rock, RAC and harder style Oi.They have very little out at this time as far as 
records go they are on a now out of print compilation T that came with an issue of 
Rang Up and a spilt 7” on Dim. Hopefully that will change and they’ll become a little 
bit more well known in the scene,so to lend my support to this up and coming 
upstart out fit I deiced to conduct this intenriew so here we go. 

laA: Please intredece yeerself whe yen are and what yea de ie the head Siege 

Fred&Sean: Sean plays bass guitar and performs background vocals. Fred is the 
lead/rhythm guitarist and sings lead vocals for the band. Fred also writes the 
lyrics and songs. Alex used to play drums but he is no longer a member of Siege. 

He has joined the armed forces to senre his country. 

IiMiiM yea give as seme type ef hackgreand ea Siege-whea yea gays first 
get tegether aad that sen ef thiag. 

Fred&SeamSiege first truly began in 1998 when we began putting together small 
compositions in the hopes of forming an Hi! band. In 2000, we met Alex, who 
became our drummer, and that is when we really staned to create our musical 
style and collect songs.

first 

Fred&Sean: We basically went and recorded a demo at a small backyard studio in 
Mew lersey. Adam Gonsalves was in charge of distributing the recording. To the 
best of our knowledge, Dim Records was the first label he contacted. We all 
figured ft was a long shot so we were pretty shocked when Uhl decided to produce 
the spilt Eight months,later, we were sitting in our houses holding our first major 
production in our hands. It felt great to be on leading German label.

Fred:When writing music for Siege,our lyrical content/style dictates the sound of 
our music. The modern topics have a RAC/Rock’n’Roll feel,while our ethnically 
generated lyrics produce music with a distinct cultural feel. Sean and I want Siege 
to be the band to compare to not with. We are pushing the new vanguard of 
nationalist rock. Some inspirations would be Midgard Soner,Hel,Enharjarna, and 
other Viking Rock bands along with Skrewdrivetfvalon,steel Capped 
Strength,Brutal Combat, Storkraft,Nordwind, Division 250, Klan and Ravens 
Wing-just to name a few. 

This is a somewhat personal aiestien, I read aa interview with yea ia fiaag Ip 
where yea stated yea held Christina beliefs, le yea ever flad these valaes at 
odds with being ia the skinhead scene? The whole tarn the ether cheek 
philesephyinthelewTestamentineentrastwithhew violent the skinhead scene 
can be at times? 

Fred&Sean: Our faith has been probably always will be a greater stumbling block 
to others than to ourselves. In the past there were Christians that fought for 
God,family and nation, as will Sean and I. There are a couple songs that we lionize 
our European-Christian history. “Crusader uses the image of the Christian 
warrior from the middle ages and “Charlemange” glorifies the life of the great 
Christian king. There will be more songs with differing nuances and subtleties 
that will carry our Christian message in the future. What many fail to understand is 
that Christians have God’s blessing when civilly dissenting against forces that are 
attacking His appointed laws,because God will not do what we must do for 
ourselves. Look at Matt. 10:34 Do not suppose I have come to bring peaco to the 
earth.1 did not come to bring peace,but a sword” or Luke 22:36-”He said to 
them,Out now if you have purse take it, and also a bag, and if you don’t have a 
sword,sell your cloak and buy one” The OS courts, ACLO, CPLC, JDL, NOW, G1AD, 

NAMDLA, educators .politicians must be put on notice that there is a force willing to 
speak out and fight back on behalf of morality. Dy all means we are NOT Christian 
Identity, and do not advocate the misinterpretation of scripture or the rewriting 
of Oiblical history. As far as skinhead “pastimes” such as over drinking, fighting, 
cliques, lack of self-humor, gossiping and lastly faking non-PC attitudes.these 
things piss us off with needful means justified through faithl Thank you for that

Fred&Sean: As far as Me current American Oi bands out there we don't mind them 
and can appreciate aeir intent It's funny how patriots were viewed as radicals 
before 9/11, but now it's trendy to be American and fly the flag. In that respect 
there my be growth in American Oi scene. Victim status has now earned mindless 
America it’s right to fly our flag. 

Aaoaer interesting aing I’ve read aiaat yen gays was Ue upbringing af yaa 
and yanr brother. Year farther was in tte militaryjiaw did this affect yanr 
■pbringing and year views? I’m guessing it wonld faster a patriotic view at 
an early age. 

Fred: Truthfully, Sean was too young to care about military life or politics. When my 
farther retired,Sean was only eight years old. As for myself, I wasn’t patriotic or 
even mildly enthusiastic about our military after subsisting at the poverty line, and 
living a nomadic existence with life continually on the move. I questioned what 
was the intent of our government in world affairs, it’s justification for use of young 
lives, and hatred the inequality of difference I felt being an enlisted military brat 
by officer’s kids and civilians. Later after some years of swinging as far left as my 
stomach could take I begin to swing back to the right With a lust for truth not party 
politics ,1 continued my search as an independent The more I read and thought I 
began to move towards conservatism, then for lack of backbone and infighting in I 
ventured further into nationalism. Still nationalism didn’t answer all my 
questions. Further I pressed on until I began to examine what was really bothering 
me without fettered fears of alienation and came to ethnically based grievances 
by other races,my government and the educational system. All of these issue 
jaded my pride in America but with time I came around to fully understand my 
nation as it once was and as it should be again, 
it was this realization of my ownership in the struggle to keep America from 
falling that my sense of patriotism burst into flame and my pride began to grow 
strong.

Fred&Sean:We found Siege through trial and error. We had a list of names that 
were either really weak or already in use.

standard, which we would always work to achieve. When hearing our music, we 
want you to be aurally assaulted with adrenaline and a sense of ravaged awe!

Siege? 

Fred&Sean:No one knows where we stand, eh? What people really want to know, 
euphemisms dropped, Is “are you or are you not White Power?” Well folks, we 
believe we’ve made it pretty clear- Siege stands for faith,family heritage, and 
nation. Listen to our songs, think about our words, and then decide f or yourselves- 
are you for us or against us? Unapologetically Hon-P.C., proud and defiant are the 
hallmarks of our music We sing what we believe, dealing with issues honestly, 
trying to give fresh responses to the world around us. We re not trying to be 
political 

,we’re just trying to stay real to our beliefs and ourselves; that’s all nothing more 
nothing less. Furthermore, though Siege, we want to deliver an alternative 
message. Rather than blind hate and corporate multiculturalism, we want to write 
“folk songs”- songs of our people for our people. For centuries Europeans have 
expressed themselves in ballads, poetry, literature ,art, religion and 
politics,leaving a distinct impression on history. We want to be a part of that 
continuing tradition. 

Because of your send and infliences have yen had any PC “halier than 
though” types trying ta sling nnfair lahels an yen gays? 

Fred&Sean: We’ve had a few instances (solely in our home state) where people 
have called us Hazis or “White Power, but overall, there has been a lot of support 
We have had a few fans write us out of the blue, just sending words of 
encouragement. It is really nice to feel you are appreciated for taking h stand on 
issues, so a big Hail! to our fans whoVe written us and backed us - we play for you! 
It is also good to have support from around the country. We’Ve met some great 
people playing outside our state, so we would have to say that our experience has 
been mostly positive. When our next album is released, we expect alot more flack 
from the left wing and PC-ers!

Fred&Sean: Yeah there was another band on the bill, but they were not able to 
make It out to play the show.The conceit was at a VFW hall In a suburban area, so 
things were very safe. It was a nice change from playing the scum holes of D.C. and 
Baltimore, but It was a terrible show for several reasons. First because the above 
mentioned band couldn’t make It, we became the opening act When you are the 
opening band people treat you like a nobody, so no matter how much energy we 
put Into playing .hardly anybody danced to our music. This was also due-largely In 
part- to the huge size of the VFW hall. The crowd of sixty that gathered resembled 
the scatted remnants of food on an empty plate. Everyone had at least an arms 
length between themselves and the person nearest to them,so that contributed 
vastly to the low energy level of the show. Secondly the PA system wasn’t powerful 
enough for the hall, nor did we have it properly positioned. None of us were sound 
technicians or professionals, so we did the best we could with what little we had. 
Anyways the short of It Is the sound sucked .There were how ever a few upsides to 
the conceit Playing with Hated and Proud was one of them. All the guys in the band 
are great guys,and he have developed a strong friendship with loe. 

We even made a few frlendstHey Muna and lim Bob!]. All In all, each band played 
their hardest and worked to make ft a fun night for everyone, but most of the time It 
felt like you were going against the grain. As far as comparing skinhead culture In 
the Midwest to the East Coastthere weren’t that many differences. Skinheads on 
the East Coast conduct themselves much the same as those In the Midwest. 

There were some cool,laid back people at show,but there could have been A LOT 
more respect show to the Veteran’s Hall. We would be very surprised If they ever 
let skinheads play there again. As for the Midwest In general, It was our first 
extended visit to the area of the country, and we were refreshed to find the people 
were traditional Amerfcans-hospitable with out pretense.

Fred&Sean: Yes, right now the future Is holding the next Siege full-length In the 
hand of Barracuda Becords out of Milan. We've been told It should be out in a 
month or so. Upon the album’s release, It will be Barracuda’s second full-length to 
date. The album Is called In the Mist Recently we were picked up by Viking 
Thunder out of the US. If you do not know of the dlstro/soon-to-be-label you will 
shortly ft Is the premier North American provider of all things Viking Bocktalso 
stocking some Oil and BAC tltlesl.There will be at least one full-length from VTR 
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and some surprises yet to be, that will follow...We are working on a website and it 
will be hosted on VTR”s site. From VTR’s site you will be able to order Siege 
merchandise in the future.

Built Up Knocked Down... 
Career Opportunities

I think l can actually pin point the worst day of my entire life.The worst day of my 
life had to be when I was informed I would not be able to serve in the United States 
Armed Forces. I think at one time or another all of ns have been asked”what do you 
want to be when you grow up” or ‘WHAT DO YOU WANA DO WITH YOUR LIFE ”? In the 
real world you cant just reply back with “I wana rock” and have Dee Snider and a 
bunch of other transvestite metal heads appear out of nowhere to be your 
salvation. Ho sooner or later you have to make up your mind you have to make a 
decision. After years of floating around in jobs that paid a little more than 
minimum wage I thought I had found my calling with the US ARMY. The thought of 
joining the military had been rolling around in my brain for a little bit Due to 
friends, a family member and others I knew joining and having some degree of 
success.1 thought well if they can do it I can too.But it was in the back of my mind 
and never came to the forefront until things started to go downhill in my life. 
Which left me looking for a way to change things for the better. Priority number 
one was getting my GEO. I quit high school in the fall of 1996 yet I didn't get my GED 
until the fall of 2001.Why you might ask quite simply I never cared. When I left 
school I really did see “no future”. Then once when I got into the job market I saw 
little improvement for my chances. 

I wanted to move away from the food industry and more towards industrial and 
manual labor. It seems over the years I go back and fourth between the 
two.Working on an assembly line can be just as mindnumbing and repetitive as 
fast food,yet it pays more,l think often garners more respect I had grown tired of 
moping floors,washing dishes and flipping burgers. I saw the military as my one 
chance to establish a carrer.But like so many other things in my life it would 
windup blowing up in my face.l went for my physical in Feb of 2002. They the 
recruiters pay to put you up in a hotel the night before,then the vans come to pick 
everyone up at the lobby at around 4:30 in the morning to take us to the MEPS 
center. So I think I was running on maybe 4 hours of sleep,but it didn’t matter I was 
so pumped up and full of adrenaline. This was supposed to be one of the most 
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important days of my life After getting our briefing and starting the day with a 
breathalyzer check we were all sent off to different stations to begin checking our 
health. Blood test came out good,vision fine,hearing fine.But then it was time for 
the moment that most recruits that have to take a physical dread when the dr. 
checks your asshole. I went to go into the doctors office he asked me to remove 
my shirLThis is unbelievably uncomfortable getting down to my underwear in front 
of this old maniirst with only my shirt off he starts asking stupid questions 
regarding my tattoos. I think they might have aroused some suspicion on his part 
“What’s this up there about”, I lied and said the crucified skin on my inside forearm 
was a cross,he marked it down as that but then looked at again with suspicion. So 
its time for me to drop tow and have my anal cavity looked at Seeing as I’m not a 
homosexual this is VERY VERY uncomfortable. 

He’s found something he keeps on checking and prodding at,by now I’m starting to 
get pissed off wondering what he’s doing. He then asks me if I experience any 
drainage. I’m confused and dumb founded over what the problem is and I tell him 
no.He then brings another doctor and they both declare it’s a pilonidal cyst 

I’m then taken into another room and talked to by another DR. and he explained 
what exactly a cyst is. Roth he and the other doctor explained to me there is no 
drainage.So I got the impression it might not be that big of a deal. I’m then sent 
into another room with a group of other recruits and then we have to do a series of 
primary exercises. After I got through with those I was pulled aside by the asshole 
doctor that had given me a hard time. He told me that due to the cyst in my tailbone 
that he had put me down as disqualified for sendee. 

The multitude of emotions that ran through me at that time. I wanted to punch out 
that old bastard for taking away my chance for a future with the stroke of a pin. 
After all that he has the nerve to take a condescending attitude with me. He asks 
me “why do you want to join the Army”? Why he feels the need to talk down to me I 
don’t know,it’s not really any of his concern. I then tell him one of the reasons “to 
have a career”. Once again he insists on talking down to me “you know there are 
other choices for a career”. I then sharply and somewhat angrily reply “not for me 
there isn’t”. I didn’t feel the need to tell this old fuck what I had waiting for me back 
home,a job washing dishes in a town that I hate,don’t even talk to me about other 
career options. Or explain to him one of the reasons I wanted to go in was out a 




sense of patriotic duty.l felt honestly like he was doing everything in his power to 
discourage me from inlisting and it seemed like he had something against me. 

He said that there are other branches that would take me with a cyst in my back. I 
gave him the general jistthat,that was builshiLThe other branches all have stricter 
requirements than the ARMY. I had already checked into the Marines and was 
turned away because they said I didn’t have the proper educational requirements. 

There are certain milestones I reach in my life certain things that change the way I 
view things and see things.This was another major turning point I felt as though 
the wind had been taken out of my sales and I was left devastated. I was put into an 
almost permanent bad mood. Then it was time to go back to work,and for some 
reason that bad mood I was put into from finding out I was rejected from the ARMY 
stayed with me. 

So a couple days after the physical I went into work more than just a little pissed 
off and in a bad mood and I was tired also.lt was a Saturday nightworking weekend 
nights suckslveryone else is going out while you are stuck at work. I was getting 
so sick of what was going on at my work. Often times on weekends I would clock in 
around 3:30 or 3:45 pm and not get out sometimes until 1:00 am. I busted my ass 
weekends,holidays overtime,doubleshifts etc etc. I never felt like I was valued or 
appreciated there.1 wanted to be promoted to cook.1 had experience cooking and I 
had been there for almost a year. I just figured out by then they weren’t going to 
promote me Jl couple days before this we had a meeting and our boss pretty much 
told us something a long the lines of “you know the economy is bad right now,if you 
guys can’t do your jobs righU’m sure I could get someone in here that can”. I give 
my all at any job I’ve ever had for someone to say that my best wasn’t good enough 
and we were all interchangeable,angerd me to no end. If you think that low of me 
I’ll just quit and you can get someone else to do this shitty job. So on Saturday 
night as the dishes started to pile up and I didn’t care to stay in there until 1 or 2 in 
the morning and I was beyond tired and beyond pissed off I untied my apron 
clocked out and walked out the door. 

It wasn’t the best move in the world it left me without a job for a long time. 

Rut to get back to my further standing with my recruiter he had said there was still 
somewhat of a chance of me getting in. That I could apply for a medical waiver,he 
made it sound like it would be a sure fire thing. I went to see two civilian doctors 
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who had said that I was in perfect health and the cyst wasn’t a problem. There was 
no drainage I even got them to type up notes. I gave them to my recruiter he sent 
them to some medical approval board,and it still came back that my status was 
marked as “permanent disqualification”.

She did give me 
some more info. I asked about what exactly was marked down about the cyst in my 
back. She had said the doctor that gave me my physical had marked down that 
there was drainage. When in actuality there was no drainage at all,so he lied he 
gave false medical information.1 hung up the phone thinking ‘that son of a bitch”. If 
there is a hell I hope there is place in for old fags who give false medical reports 
and like to poke their fingers around in young men’s assholes. 

So I had reached a dead end street and my dream to serve in the US Armed Forces 
came to an end.l was left to pick up the pieces and try and head in a different 
direction. I came to the realization I am unskilled or a barley skilled worker. I 
really have no specific trade.1 have experience in only two or three fields.So I 
pretty much take what I can get and what comes a long which seems to have 
gotten harder to find anything. I would open up the daily paper everynight and very 
rarely would I find anything that matched up with my experience or something that 
I could do. Often times when iUt would result in a dead endJPutting in application 
after application and getting no call backs or going to an interview and getting 
shot down inflames. 

So I came to conclusion that I needed to try and get some type of leg up in the job 
market or get some type of formal training.So I enrolled in Job Corps as a total last 
resortif I’m able to get something out of it good,I’m looking into welding.l’m 
writing this a couple days before I’m due to leave,another main reason I enrolled I 
need a major changed of scenery very badly. 

I really do feel that my hopes of finding and holding on to a “good job” in this day 
and age are slim to none.l feel there are other American youth who are proud of 
this land and loyal to this country but at the same time can see and feel the so 
called “American Dream” slipping further and further away from all of us. 
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It seems like in a post 9/11 America the economic bottom has dropped out on all 
of usJUl you have to do is turn on the nightly news it seems everynight there is 
more news of mass layoffs or another company going belly up,from Enron to 
WorldCom to Vanguard Airlines to Consolidated Trucking.lt seems there is no such 
thing as job security anymoreJfs much more “cost effective” to move production 
south of the border,and in the process American lives are destroyed. I can’t really 
see things getting all that better in this country as far as those matters are 
concerned. I feel the damage done by NAFTA can’t ever be redone or taken away. I 
really do see dark days on the horizon for this country. As far as my own personal 
life goes I’ve been called pessimistic, negative and even bitter. I look at myself 
more as a realist than anything else. I’m not a little kid anymore and I’m not naive. I 
don’t believe in fairy tales.l don’t believe that some fairy godmother is going to 
come down and wave a magic won and change my bad lucfcof fix all my problems 
or even your problems or the problems in this country as a whole.

Oropkick Murphys clones and Clash rip-offs until enough is enough.But then 
something like this comes along and totally breaks the mold.l bought the 
Brassknuckle Boys first 7” “Fighting Poor” when it first came out It was just 
OK,nothing too jawdroping or amazing,but it wasn’t crappy either.Tve seen them 
live before I wasn’t all that impressed either,But after hearing this my opinion on 
the Brassknuckle Boys has changed. This smokes like nothing else around today 
from start to finish it’s greatlt’s interesting how a single lineup change can 
drastically change and in this case improve a band’s sound.What really makes a 
difference with this CB is guitar playing of Billy Blitz from the Staggers. The

More French Oi for review here.This was originally released on SPE records a label 
ran by Rinton from the West Side Boys as a compilation 7”.This contains the 
original tracks from that 7” along with added bonus tracks. What’s collected on 
here is really the last of the great French Oi bands. I think all of the material on 
here dates back to 1989 and 1990.lt starts off with the Plastic Gangsters doing a 
Tolbaics Toads cover.Then come the West Side Boys. One of the standout tracks on 
here had to be the Skinkorps”L’Apparence” which has a heavy thicker guitar sound 
and is played at more furious ripping pace than the other songs on here.Next up 
are the Bleach Boys who have a somewhat minimalist approach and are the 
perfect combination of both melody and aggresion.The bonus tracks are provided 
from first the Plastic Gangsters. It’s somewhat typical and what I’ve come to 
expecLBut I could have done with out the cover of the 4skins One Law For Them in 
broken English or the cover of “Crucified” in French. And the CD closes with three 
bonus tracks from the Skinkorps which has them going back to a more mid tempo 
sound. This is a must have for those that are big into French Oi. But for those who’ve 
never heard it I could think of better records to find before this one.

This is nothing short of awesome it s a double LP of what is the quintessential 
Japanese Oi/RAC compalation.lt really says something about the skinhead way of 
life that something that was created in England is feltjieard and seen in places as 
remote as Japan. Japanese Oi as well as punk first came to be in early 80s. Two 
bands,the Bad Vultures and Gruesome help to break out with a harder style in the 
mid 80s. They were the very first skinhead bands in Japan.Those two paved the way 
for the bands on this comp. The bands featured on this compilation are the 
SSSfSamurai Spirit Skins! bands of the early 90s. Their sound took influence from 
Oi as well as European RACtRock Against Communism) and combined it with their 
own nationalist feel and outlook. Thus creating a musical sound and identity not 
heard outside of the land of the rising sunitli of the material on here was recorded 
in-between 1990 and 1993.Most of these are not exclusive to this comp.But most of 
the music on here was originally released on other records. First up is Bull The 
Buffalos who hit with all the force of a mac truck charging through an atom 
bomb.The eight songs on here from Bull the Buffalos were originally on a 12” on 
Steve Priest Fan Club. Some of their songs are played at a faster pace than most 
The SSS bands are often defined by an over the top gruff vocal style.Often times the 
drumming with the bands on here stands out as louder and larger than life.Next up 
were the Canons a good band this collects their “Guts and Truth” ep on hereJtlong 
with one more song from that same recording session that is only on this 
record.First band on the second record are Sledgehammer.Proabably the 
ultimate when it comes to Japanese RAC.Three of their tracks are taken from the 
Fight Back For the Rising sun comp. While the others are taken from the Anthem ep 
which was the first release on Vulture Rock. There is a little bit of of broken 
English in the Anthem tracks but the others are in Japense.Sledgehammer plays 
some of the most aggressive stuff I’ve ever head. The record closes with Ouka the 
Bad Vultures and and Ikazuchi.This gets my highest possible recomendation,if you
